In the 
wlonial legislature of Demerara, oti the l*th 
of last Novemlier. tiie construction of a roiid 
wriK pnipoN.' I wliich, crossing the rivers Ma- 
lai'UTin im I I 'livuni, would extend to the 
iKiuMiliiry line of the colony. During the 
dlscnwiion it was said that the Yurunri dis- 
trict w.iv im luded within the limit.s. It waa 
the <juoeii's coTiii-selor who s<p claimed it. An 
army has U^ ii sent to the Viiruari and no re* 
listance on thi' |k'it t of the VeneziicfniLS wai 
then feareil, as they iiuiuberpd only alxyuft 
one himdred. ami all the rml of tlie inhabi- 
tants were Fnclish. A decree of the gov- 
omor of I )( 111 f ira datol tlm iilsi .if Decem- 
ber, ISHS, (liKvs not ro<'ogni7>i the validity of 
the contract made with the government of 
Veneiula for the ojM'uing of a railroad be- 
tween CiivliK I Holivar and 'lun' ipiitji. There- 
Core they do not want ttia Yuruari, toe 
Orinoco aad the imaann, bat Cfaidad Bol* 
Ivar. 

"The Kssi'ipiilto river, running from south 
to north, hits since the lieginning of thia 
tsjundary controversy, in 1H4<), l>e<'n held by 
Venozuehi to the o<irrect bouii<lary. In 
1810, l»eforu the indeiwudenoe of Venezuela, 
tha EHNecpiilMi WR.S rucugnieed a^-t the Ixiuiid- 
iry between the SjwiniBh and Dutch (luiausis. 
In 1840 Sir Roltert Schomburg, the British 
lovemor of D«»iuerara, guide<l, as he says, 
by nature, set up a boundary line one degree 
weat of tha Essequibo, and selziug without a 
ihadow of right, according to the Veneaua- 
lans, 64,000 square miles of their territory. 
As between the Essequibo and 8cbombarg% 
boundary the coatentkm haa gone oa batwaM 
the two countries for nearly half a century. 
Nine inontlLs ago, and Knglish mcmber'ol 
parliament, Hugh Watt, advisod that 
England send a comniissiun to (iiiiana to 
establish a boundary still further west, and 
take in the rich gold mines of Cratel, at the 
headwaters of the Yuruari, a branch of tlia 
Cuyiuii which flows westward into the ffase 
quibo. He claimed that thto was a natural 
boundary Indicated by Humboldt. 

"The Venezuelans were amased at thto 
propoaition, inasmuch as the f urtheat stretch 
of British aggression had been marked in 
the Schomburg line. They did not think 
Bach an idm would be entertained aariooaly, 
altoough tbe mines of Yumari were moatly 
owned by Kngltohmw» aad toe English pop* 
alation of the dtotrlot oolaumbered tha vaa* 
aauaUaa three to ooa. Tha Voaoraahui 
goremment felt BO aaoura of their tarritorj 
that it granted a ooaoaaBloa f^ a railroad 
from Cindad BoHnar OB tha Orinooo to 
Onadpati, the ohiaf town of the Ynruarl 
distriot. Thto antarartoe nradpltated tha 
hi g bh a n dadactloa of tha Brlttoh govaraor 
in tosolng hto prodamatlon mantloaad abova 
and prepared to take annad poawlon of tha 
rich gold flalda with tiialr aannal prodnot of 
18,000,000."

Tke Rowan Coaatf iBvestigation has 
been in progress at Fiaakforl the past 
week, and a Urga nnmbaraf witeBMse 

hare been examined. 

Congressman Carsth, of Louisville, 
said be had gone to Howan County at the 
reqaeat of Jadge Cole, in Jaly, 1888, and 
he remained there as prosecatorior aboat 
thirty davH. He roLilod the condition of 
affairs found by him there, and pro- 
nounced tbem most deplorable. He pro- 
nouBced the condition of tlie court 
docket a sham, and from his experience, 
there was no jury in tba world, no mat- 
ter whut ■Imige giiTc iii.striictii)UH, could 
have convicted, kir. Caruth staled that 
whereas be went to Bowan County very 
Banch projiidicad at;aiiiit .Tiidgc Colo, bo 
by reason of liis observation while there, 
changed round completely, and ho pro 
nounced that, in his opinion, Judge Cole 
was as fair, just and honest a Judge as bo 
had ever practiced before. He tboagbt 
no Jadge could have dona battar aader 
the circumstances in Bowan County than 
did Judge Cole. Ho testified that Judge 
Cola bad given him, as prosecutor, bis 
heartiaat and most aameat aapport. 

Oa orOM examination Mr. Caratli said 
ha aaw bo dispoaition on the part of 
Jadga Cola to intarfara with tha 
dua proeaM of tke law; nor did he see 
any aigna of iatimacy between Judge 
Cola and Coanty Attorney Taylor Toaag 
that was detrimental to th* piopar pro» 
ecation of all cases. 

Boone Logan waa racalled and said he 
bought twenty new guns before tbe kill 
ing of Tolliver, but had boagbt none 
since; bad been busy trying to get bis 
gaaa in, bat several of thara wara out 
yet. Mr. Logan stated bafora this ha had 
a twenty-two caliber Winchester. This 
gun wss carried by sosie one else in the 
conflict, on Jaaa 22ad. Ba carried a 
forty-four caliber; that if he had had his 
little gun, ke woBld hava killed CrAig 
Tollivar the first ire, and probably two 
others. His forly-foar calikor shot too 
high ; he found that ont by testing it 
afterward. 

Mr. Logaa stated that when Judge Cole 
permitted objections to be made to ttie 
grand jarors, he required that the objec- 
tion' should be made in writing, and 
shoald state a legal reaaon for objections, 
except in casas where Taylor Toang bad 
objection, in thatayent ayarbal objection 
was all tba eoart required. 

Captain Kamuel MeKoe, of Louisville, 
testified to baviag been prosent in Judge 
Colo's flonrt at tha February term, 1886, 
and at other terns; that tke Judge im 
pressed him in bis charge to the grand 
jnriea, and la hia whola aoadnal, ob and 
oflf the bench, as a most SO meat, 
entious and just Judge. 

OaptalB W. B. Daaring, of Flaminge- 
hart;, gavo taatimony in support of Cole 
as an excellent and honest J adg». Judge 
Jii. R. Harbison, of Fiamingsburg, also 
gave Judge Cole a moat excellent judicia 
character. Mr. Harbison stated, in order 
to give his testimony its dae weight, that 
daring a long term of years be and Judge 
Cole bad been politicsl enemies in the 
lines of IheHaoieparty ; his only criticism 
on J udtte Cole was that ke bad worked 
his lawyers rather hard to oateh np with 
aa o»freri)Wilfd docl;et, and he waa 
rather too much iuslined to push prose- 
cution. 

.^tlorncT Cener.tl Hardin was called 
and tlie hurdeti of his evidence was that 
affairs were as rotten in Bowan as it was 
possible, and that the friomia of the 
luurcK'rers kad thinijs so completely un- 
der their power that conviction waa 
found impossible. He believed that the 
whole machinery of the court was being 
manipulated by those men for tbeir own 
protection in tbeir oatrages against life 
and law. It was shown that at tke time 
he was at Morehead, July, 1885, Judge 
Colo was abseat, by reasoa of illaeaa. In 
raply ta a qaoation, Qanaral Hardia aiat- 
ed that ke tkengkt if Judge Colo had 
appreciated the state of affairs, ba could, 
in a great maaaara, haya oorractad thaae 
troubles ; that it was always within the 
power of tke .Circuit Judge to remove 
an inelScient, or partisan Sheriff, or 
other ofBcor. Ho could remove tbem 
aad raorganiae his court. Mr. Hardin 
■aid from bis observation ho jadged that 
90 par oant af tbe Bo waa people are ia- 
cliBadtobe peaceable and law-abidiug, 
bBt tbay were, la tke main, illitarata, 
and had baan aubjagatad aad intimidat- 
ad by tha yidoai alaflMBta of thop<>pala* 
tion.

Oalbralth, of thii olty, iMlliad of Jndge 

Colo's high character aa a man and his 
raign aa a Jadga, aapaoially in arimiBal 



W. W. Bill, OoahtyOoBrt Clerk, 
testified aa to the high esteem in which 
Jadge Cole was held in this district and 
referrod to tha fact that ba bad bean i a* 
elei teil witboatoppotitioB. 

T. H. PaiBtar, a Greentip attorney, 
who haa praoticod before Jodga Cola 

extensively, descrihed bios as « model 
man, a church member, a man who 
Boitber ssaoked, ehewi*d or draak. 
Above all things, be bad sbawa hissaalf 
a jast Judge. 

County Judge Coons added bis quota 
of praisa to tha repntation of Judge Cole. 

Major W. R. Kinney, of Lonisvilie, 
went to Eowan to represent the Common- 
wealth under Covemor JLnott and found 
partlsaB faaling ob tha part of Judge 
Georee T. Halbert, who presided. The 
secrets of the grand jary room were be- 
trayed by tha CaoBty Attoraay. Major 
Kinney explained the case te the Judge 
and was infomad the f^rand jury had re- 
considered and would not indict. Both 
J udgeand Commonwealth Attorney acted 
in bad faith in securing the surrender of 
Cook H'liiipbrey. Hud told hioi that 
$1,500 bond would be required, and de- 
manded $6,500 when Humphrey appear- 
ed in court. Mo'Jt of the ^rand jurors 
were friends of the Tollivers. Indict- 
ments against the Tollivers wonid not 

hold water. XoeoiiTifliuns wcrr >eciire(l 
while be was there. He underatoud that 
the oourt wga oiganiird te ponisb tbe 
Martinp, and acquit the Tollivers. He 
belieTed all he had heard about the 
Rowan County troubles after haying aeon 
tbe condition of tba conrt and county 
officials.
